The tone of the 0 a. m. bullc'-ir, in re- 


ferring- to the president's somewhat rest- 
less night gave temporary apprehension 
but this was speedily dispelled by the re- 
sults DI the consultation held by the 
doctors from 8 to 9 a. m. and officially 
announced at the latter hour. Thi< 'dis- 
closed a marked improvement in the

Besides their official, signed ut- 
terances, the doctors gave individual ex- 
pressions re-enforcing the buoyant and 
confident tone. 


MENTALITY IS UX 


They made known, too, that the pres- 


ident's 'mind is clcnr, that his mental 
faculties nre. vigorous and that he re- 
tained his cheerful, happy disposit-'on. 


He was even anxious today to talk 


with visitors, but he was restrained. 
These positive assurances gave to the 
members of the cabinet and to the rela- 
tives and near friends of the president 
a feeling of confidence little short of ab- 
solute certainty that the president was 
now well on the way to recovery. With- 
out exception those came from t':e Mil- 
burn house expressed this same con-.ident 
view. Among those who culled to re- 
ceive the pood news and then to iepcat 
it to the many anxious watchers, were 
Attorney General Knox, Secretary Wil- 
son, Postmaster General Smith, Senator 
Hanna, Abncr MoKinley, Myron T. Hor-

MORNING CONSULTATION. 


Shortly after S o'clock the doctors who 


had not 'taken part in the all-night vigil 
began to arrive. Dr. Wasdin, the ma- 
rine hospital specialist, was the first to 
roach the house, and joined Dr. Rixey, 
who 1ms remained nt the president's bed- 
side practically throughout the night. 
Dr. Park came at S:13 and it was appar- 
ent that the morning consultation of all 
the physicians s'oon would be hoM. At 
this time all was quiet about tbc Mil- 
burn household except for the coming of 
the doctors. ^Secretary Cortclyou, who 
hud been on duty on and off all night, 
was catching a little needed rest in an 
upper chamber, and the regular force of 
house attendants hud not yet come on 
duty. 


Aside from the pathological conditions 


of the case, circumstances today -were 
peculiarly favorable for the patient. It 
was an ideal September day with brae, 
ing air, moderate temperature 'and a 
light breeze blowing over the entrai.ee to 
the 
Milburn house. The 
sun 
shone 


brightly most of the time with nn\v and 
then the shadows of light, fleeey clouds. 


The physicians were 
quick

these external conditions for (-hey con- 
tributed greatly to the comfort of the 
patient and gave assurance against the 
depression of heat or inclement weath- 
er. 


The morning consultation of thn phy- 


sicians brought out the fact tluxt the 
condition of the president was entirely 
atisfuctory. 
It was stated that the official bulletin 


vhich was being prepared would snc.w a 
"ratifying condition.

Pcnd- 
ng their conferences there was an anx- 
ous wait. Several visitors arrived, in-

«ell and Charles P. Sangcr. Mr. Bisscll 
wns one of the first to emerge from the 
louse after the doctors had completed 
tlu-ir consultation, and in a brief pencr- 
U way he summarized the situation by 
•saying that the conditions were favor- 
able, although ho had no details. 


DR. PARKS' rflEERING WORDS.

Park s and Secretary Wilson camo out 
together. Dr. Parka answered the in- 
quiries with a cheerful and very positive 
nssurance of confidence.

"It 
is entirely natural that a patient in the 
president's condition should have periods 
of restlessness, but ho is receiving no 
anesthetics. lie is fully conscious at ill 
times when ho is awnke, and his mind is 
clear."

His 
talks with them were fairly general, he 
says, and he did not divulge to the n any 
feature of his scheme to come her;-, and 
kill the president.

crime, but he now says there was no 
jutitilissition for that impression. He is 
to be subjected to another examination 
today by Superintendent of police Bull 
and District Attorney Penney, b^t the 
results are 
problematical.

HEARING POSTPONED. , 


CHICAGO, Sept. 0.—The nine anar- 


chists- under arrest here were brought 
before Magistrate Prinde.ville today.

tliat they conspired to murder the presi- 
dent.

three women arrested with them were 
held in bond sof $3,000.

Mrs. McKinley was admitted to the sick 
room this morning and had a brief stay 
with her afflicted husband. Tho veil of 
domestic privacy is, of course, thrown 
over the details of the meeting, ar/1 any 
accounts of it arc necessarily supposi- 
tions. Mis. McKinley bore up well and 
displayed the same fortitude which has 
cluuMcteri/.ed her as well as the presi- 
dent since the tragic event occurred. Al- 
though there have been statements that 
she has not been apprised of the manner 
in which the president wiif. injured, it 
can be stated positively that she is ful- 
ly aware, that he was shot, although it 
has not been necessary to dwell upon the 
harrowing de-tails of the affair. As much 
as possible she has beer, buoyed up by 
the encouraging'attitude of the physi- 
cians, and she has responded by giving 
all her strength, toward passing through, 
the ordeal with calmness.

The daring attempt nt nssassmatio: 


was made, according to the closest pos 
siblo calcination, at 4:12 o'clock. It wa 
to be tho second day ot the president' 
appearance at the fair grounds and ar 
rnnfioments had been made for a publi 
reception. The Temple of Music, bein 
one of the most spacious and contrail 
located buildings iu the grounds, wa 
selected for the reception. 


ARRIVAL AT THE STATION. 


Promptly at 3:30 o'clock Mr. McKin- 


ley, accompanied by President John G. 
Milburn 
of the 
exposition, Secretary 


C'ortclyou and a guard of detectives, ar- 
rived "at 
the- railway depot on the 


grounds. Two minutes before the hour 
appointed for the reception 
(4 o'clock) 


his carriage drew up at the entrance to 
the temple. Twenty thousand people 
were gathered in and around the build- 
ing, 
and a.s the president bowed to the 


But the crowds had not awaited 


.he sight of the stricken executive being 
carried from the. building for confirma- 
tion uf the shout they had heard as the 
shots were fired. 


SAVED FROM LYNCHING. 


From every side had gone up the clom- 


,r for the life ol the assassin, and the 
exposition guards seemed unable to hold 
them back. But while the guards and a 
detail of eity police were dashing into 
the crowds and 
wielding their batons 


with much damage to the heads of the 
foremost in the mob Czolgosz had been 
dragged through a side entrance and 
hurled into a carriage. As tho convey 
ancc started to leave the grounds lh< 
mob discovered the trick and there was 
u. savage assault on the par.el of the 
vehicle. The horses were lashed to a 
gallop and the assassin was borne beyond 
the reach of the vengeance seeking 
crowd. 


INFANTRYMEN" ON GUARD. 


At tiic emergency hospital a guard of 


infantrymen and exposition police were 
drawn "across the road and no one was 
permitted to enter the building. The

Foster elarcracd the 
door and the carriage was off on a mad 
dash for the triumphal causeway and the 
Lincoln-park gateway beyond. At the 
minute the carriage drew up, a wild mad 
surge of people came from all the other 
doors, for the yell had gone up: 


"Here he comes; this door, this door."

held firm. "There he is, 


there he is, kill him, kill him, hit him, 
hit him—aye, aye—don't let that car- 
riage get awa1*, you cowards—stop it— 
hung the dastard—kill the bloody an- 
archist

JIacArtluir 
kept his nerve to the last and wtilked to 
the gallows without a sign of weakness. 
After taking his place on the platform he 
was given permission to make a state- 
ment. Facing the spectators, l\e, launch- 
ed into a torrent of abuse of the men 
who had been iustr'nmental in sending 
him to his death and declared again ami 
again that he was innocent, lie rum- 
bled on for several'minutes and finally 
the sheriff, seeing there was no elm Hue 
to stop him, gave'the signal for the trap 
to bo sprung. The drop fell at 10:10 
and MacArthur . was pronounced dead 
sovon minutes later. 


A REVOLTING CRIME. 


Tho crime for which J.-.nics Fleming 


Buffered the death penalty is one of the 
most remarkable in the history of criri- 
inology, involving a most revolting and 
diabolical 
conspiracy. On

8, 


1S99, Eugene CulKimne, an aijcd resident 
of Washington Clulch, Powell 
county, 


was found murdered. Vor this 
crime 


Clinton Dotson, Chas. Oliver Benson and 
Eliai Pcrsingcr were convicted. Dotson 
was sentenced to life imprisonment, nnd 
Benson, who made a partial confession. 
and Pcrsingcr 
were 
sentenced to ten 


years. 


Last January. Persinger 
informed 


Warden Conley of the state prison thnt 
Clinton Dotson and a'convict known us 
James MaeArthur, whose real mime was 
Jnme.H Firming, had conspired to mur- 
der Captain Oliver Dotson, Clinton Dot- 
son's Either, an old man living ui Wash- 
ington Uulcli. Fleming, whose term was 
soon to expire, was to kill Captain Dot- 
son, nmkc up a forged confession and 
will nnd r.rnirge 
the 
.•.iirroumliiiirs in 


such a way r.s to lend to the theory of 
suicide. The contents of the confession 
were to be to the effect that Captain 
Dotson had killed Eugene Ciilliiuinu ami 
that his son Clinton Dotson and Jiensoii 
nnd Pcrsingcr were innocent and Unit 
through remorse for his treatment 01 his 
son he had kilted himselt and left the 
confession in order that Clinton Dotson 
might secure his release from prison. 
1'lcming's reward was to be a share in 
£15,000, proceed of an alleged train rob- 
bery. So wild was the plot 
ihnt the 


prison officials paid no attention to it. 


Early in January of this year Flem- 


ing was released. On February 10 he 
was seen at Washington Gulch. On Feb- 
ruary 20 the c£end body of Cnpt. Dotson 
was found in his cabin with a bullet 
wound in his head. On the wnl! w-is fix- 
ed a rifle with a string attached to the 
trigger leading to a point near the dead 
body. The arrangements of the inriii- 
tnre and other articles about the phieo 
•indicated suicide. The 
purported con- 


fession as outlined was found ulso n will 
bequeathing Captain Dotson's entire es- 
tate to hi? son. 


Fleming was captured near Missoula. 


On trial 
the 
circumstantial 
cvilcnco 


showed that he had concealed himself in 
the Dotson house and through a role in 
the partition had fired the fatul shot. 
The .handwriting in the alleged confcs- 
»ion WHS identical with other specimens 
proved to be written by Fleming. 
The 


defenses' alibi theory was completely 
demolished and the conviction was secur- 
ed within a;i hour on July 13. 


Clinton Dotson was filso convicted and 


aentencecl to be executed Sept. G, but in 
his case a respite to Oct. 25 wns granted 
by the governor on technical grounds.

makes three chief executives of the Unit- 
ed States out of seven who have met tho 
same fate since the inauguration of Pres- 
ident Abraham Lincoln. March 4, 1SC1 
The presidents who have succeeded Lin- 
coln are .Tohuson, Grant, Hayes, GarGeld 
Cleveland, Harrison and llcKinlcy.

L The souring of milk Is duo to bacte- 
ria'. £heso bacteria are minute forms 
of plant lift,, and, like corn or any 
'Higher plant, their llfo depends on tom- 
.perattrite, foo'd and moisture. Milk Is a 
perfect food for. these imctorla, which 
•are common in the air of. the mllkrooiu 
and cow stable as well as on the cow 
and the hands of the milker. It con- 
talcs the food and moisture, and suci- 
mer weather furnishes the most desira- 
ble temperature for their rapid growth. 
,The care of the rollk, then, should '•- 
such as, first, to prevent as far as pos- 
sible the entrance of these germs: sec- 
ond, to retard tho growth of those 
which do y~ln access to the mill:. The 
body of the cow, thc hands of tho milk- 
er, the air arrd the seams of tho pnil 
and other mt'lk utensils are the com- 
mon sources, of Infection. 


In the sitwfaer ttmo the flanks of the 


cow are usually free from manure, but 
ber hair is well filled with dust, espe- 
cially, if tho pasture borders a much 
traveled roail. Frequently the cow 
•wades i'n poutis aud streams, and the 
udder gets coated with • mud which 
dries tan-.. At milfeinR time the milker 
filves the ii'tiaer and teats a-few strokes 
with his. bare bands tiofore milking. 
The motion of milking shakes a shower 
of bacteria luflen flnst Into thc milk. If 
the milker wet hla hands with a stream 
of milk, tlils further softens the dirt on 
the teats and his hands, and the dirty 
milk drips into tlie pail, carrying a 
great many bacteria with It. To avoid 
tJ»J3 contamination the udder find sur- 
rounding parts should be wiped off 
with a damp cloth. This not only re- 
moves milch of tbo dirt and bacteria, 
but leaves the hnlr damp, so thnt what 
renmlns. does'-liot fall off readily. The 
milker "should wash his hand* thor- 
oughly <ind then milk with dry hands. 
Tho liunols experiment station flucls 
that tho number of bacteria which fall 
Into thc milk from an apparently clean 
but unwashed udder 'is 2,020 as com- 
pared with 90 when .the udder .has been 
washed Just before inilkii!?;. 


Cnn»o ot Foot- Ev.ttcr, 


' If the "dalry'inau would watch the 
cows that are well along with oalt nnd 
especially examine tho milk, he would 
frequently find the source of poor llavor 
In the butter or cheese, says a corre- 
spondent of Hoard's Dairyman. 
All 


cows do -not give tainted milk at such 
period, but there are enough of them in 
every neighborhood to hnve a decided 
influence lu determining the quality of 
thc factory milk, and before the buttrr 
maker 1ms found out that thc trouble 
exists considerable damage has boon 
done both to the -butter and Ms repu- 
tation. But before the trouble cnu lie 
located the.offending cows have fresh- 
ened and the offensive tiavor has dis- 
appeared, and there Is left only the 
record of another mysterious cause of 
poor butter. 


"CARE'OF THE CHURN. 


filioold Be Thoroughly Scalded After 


Each Clioriilnst, 
. 


One fruitful source of trouble' is the 


cUurn. An unclean churn -Is sure to 
turn out bad butter, although it may 
appear all rleht when fresh, says 
Creamery Journal. 
The germs arfc 


there and will get In their work, and 
the butter will "go oEE," in flavor in a 
short time. 
A blind man should be 


able to tell whcu tho cuurn is kept 
clean. There Is an odor which gives it 
iiwiiy, and 1C he has'Qlso lost his sense 
of smell he can still distinguish, if he 
has tho tactile sense, that o£ touch, de- 
cently -atireloped. 
If he can neither 


an" smell nor feel, he Is out of place In 
u creamery, and so It follows that any 
ouc lit to run a creamery can tell 
wlieUier the churn is clean, 


One trouble Is that the churn is not 


always scalded the last thing. It ueods 
to be left scalding hot, so it will dry 
quickly. If cold water Is oven poured 
In and" used for rinsing uCter it Is thor- 
oughly cleaned and is not scalded after- 
ward, the churn becomes musty and fit 
for the propagation of mold germs. 
Hot weather, dampness, lack of air cir- 
culation and lack of light favor bad 
flavors and bad odorn, and tho cream- 
ery man who succeeds is tho one who 
guards against them, while he who 
makes firsts, -seconds and thirds goes 
on and wonders what is the matter, 
Hot water, the scrub brush and stcan- 
are tho throe guardian angels of tho 
churn to drive away filth. Scald'by 
conducting'steam into tho churn with 
the chum -partially closed, not tight 
enough ,to snrlng tho wood, but tight 
enough to force it into every crevice. 
Use discretion. -Do not continue steam- 
Iris; long enough to shrink aud open the 
joints. 


ONION SMUT. 


How It Ha» Been Prcvented-A Sim- 


pie and Profitable Way. 


The onion smut enters the tiny seed- 


lings only and has no power to pierce 
the onion stem or leaves after tho lat- 
ter have emerged from the soil. The 
spores from which' the smut grows lie 
iri the soil, but germinate when in con- 
tact with the little seedling and soon 
fill the tissues of the growing plant 
with a network of threads. The leaves 
become deformed, twisted and marked 
by dark streaks and finally break open, 
discharging tho spores of tho fungus 
to relnfect the-soil .for succeeding 
crops.

' As -many ' of the spores hold over 
from year to year, the soil gradually 
becomes so filled with them that hard- 
ly an onion seedling can grow without 
corning in contact with some o:f the 
spores and being attacked by the -fun- 
gus. 'In this way many onion fields be- 
come so infected .that profitable crops 
can DO longer be grown, . 


Transplanting—that is, growing the 


little seedlings In' boxes or plats-of un- 
infected soil and setting them out in 
the fields after they have passed the 
age at which tho fungus can gain en- 
jjmco—is a perfect preventive so far 
as the disease is concerned. But the

FccdlnK For Rich MIlIc. 


' Twenty years ago nearly all farmers 
ond educators boltevecl that feeding a 
rich foot1- made rich milk aud foodius 
poor food made .poor mil!:, says Hoard's 
Dairyman. 
But since that time ex- 


porlnieiita In Europe and tho United 
States linve clearly shown that the well 
nigh universal belief was wrong and 
tint mlllc cannot be made to 
more fat by the feeding'of fatty foods. 
When a large amount of fat is fed, the 
cow economy takes a certain per cci-.t 
of it and elaborates it -into milk. All 
the fat In th'e'fowV'In excess of the cor- 
tain per cent is discarded and goes off 
in the'excrement. Therefore if they 
feed ft food too rich In fat let them 
know that they are enriching the ma- 
nure aud uot tho milk.

1 Actlnomycosis Is characterized by a

Great crops of cereals in "the aggre- 


gate are produced in' 'the corn belt re- 
gion from' an immense area in cultiva- 
tion, but a study of crop statistics will 
show, that the average yield per acre 
does not exceed the products of some of 
the inferior lands In the eastern states. 
Note some. of the averages of the past 
ten seasons in the west, which are 
about as follows: Wheat, 13 bushels; 
corn, 30 bushels; oats, 29 bushels; bar- 
ley, 24 bushels; Has, 11 bushels per 
acre. 


But it is gratifying to note the fact 


that ttiere-has been an upward. trend to 
our western averages In 'recent years. 
We have a large and constantly in- 
creasing number of farmers .whoso 
products, score far above the 'average) 
and 'they are men who apply brains 
and improved methods to their busi- 
ness. They would feel humiliated if 
their cornfields failed to produce less 
than 50 to 00 bushels or their oats less 
than 45 to 65 bushels per acre. With 
Intensive cultivation the average yield 
of cereals may ue . increased , at least 
100 per cent in the corn belt' states. . 


When theorists tell us we have reach- 


ed about the limit of *rop output be- 
cause there is practically but little 
more new territory to.be made into 
farms, they fail to take Into accounl 
the possibilities of increasing the yield 
of the millions of acres already in 
farm's that 'are as yet not half devel- 
oped and brought up to their capability 
of production. 


Bettor tlinu making new farms in 


now territory Is the betterment of the 
old farms and doubling- their yearlj 
output of staple crops. The forces of 
progress <ire now at work on that line. 


The conspicuously successful farm 


ers In the west overtop.the averages al 
the time. They are not content with 
medium returns in cereals aud grass 
crops, and their live stock commands 
the higher prices in the markets. 


While the producer of averages bare- 


ly makes a living, these top notch farm- 
ers forge ahead and gain a competence. 
They arc lucky men, born under the 
benign planets that. always favor wise, 
thrifty and Industrious people.— Iowa

This surgeon advaii 
ced tlio theory that tbu appendix has 
secretory function, serving as a lubricajil 
to the great intest-inf?, and Uia-t any in 
tcrfercnce with it must be attended b; 
fiieknets and in many coses a. multitude 
of disorders, some of which may prov 
fatal.

le?sness of the appendix. As evoryou 
knows, it is a slender, hollow, blinc 
process at the end of the caecum, and.is 
found in SOTUO otKer mammals

The name given it indicates tlie 
nature of the organ, that it is merely a 
superfluous addition, an appendix, to 
tho intestines, and is not; necessary 
to 


thorn. 


If thc vermiform appendix is without 


use in man's tuiatomy it stands as'tlie 
one cxceptkm in. all the realm, of Na- 
ture's handiwork, for if is an, elemental 
law of physics that Nature mado every- 
thing for some purp'oae. It is not too 
much to expect that scjontiflo sui^cry, 
yet only in its experimental atagea, will

The 
official 


bulletin from the physicians as well as 
the authoritative statements of those in 
most intimate relation with the presi- 
dential household, give certainty to the 
feeling that the worst phases of the cris- 
is are about over. 


The tone of the 6 a. m. bulletin in re- 


ferring to the president's somewhat rest- 
less night gave temporary apprehension 
but this was speedily dispelled by the re- 
sults of the consultation held by the 
doctors from 8 to 9 a. m. and officially 
announced at the latter hour. This 'dis- 
closed a marked improvement in the 
•pulse 
and 
temperature. Aside 
from 


these pathological features, the doctors 
gave the cheering information frefi from 
all technicalities 
of 
science, that the 


president's condition was becomir.'j more 
and more satisfactory and that unto- 
ward complications were becoming less 
likely. Besides their official, signed ut- 
terances, the doctors gave individual ex- 
pressions re-enforcing the 'imoyant and 
confident tone. 


MENTALITY IS UND^MMED. 


They made known, too, that the pres- 


ident's mind is clear, that his mental 
faculties are. vigorous and .that he re- 
tained his cheerful, happy disposition. 


He was even anxious today to talk 


with visitors, but he was restrained. 
These positive assurances gave to the 
members of the cabinet and to the rela- 
tives and near friends of the president 
a feeling of confidence little short of ab- 
solute certainty that the president was 
now well on the way to recovery. With- 
out exception those came from the Mil- 
burn house expressed this same confident 
view. Among those who called to re- 
ceive the good news and then to lepeat 
it to the many anxious watchers, were 
Attorney General Knox, Secretary Wil- 
son, Postmaster General Smith, Senator 
Hanna, Abner McKinley, Myron T. Her-

Twelve o'clock, one o'clock and two 
\ o'clock came and went, and the pbsence 


of an official 
bulletin began

been summoned to come back to the 
house. 


At 2:15 there had been no official word 


.from the sick room since 9:30 a. m. 


Three members of the cabinet, Gage,

doctors were inconsultation. This gave 
rise r.o a report that the cabinet officials

Shortly after 8 o'clock the doctors who

Dr. Wasdin, the ma- 
rine hospital specialist, was the first to 
reach the house, and joined Dr. Rixey, 
who has remained at the president's bed- 
side practically 
throughout the night. 


Dr. Park camei at 8:15 and it was appar- 
ent that the morning consultation of all 
the physicians soon would be he'.d. At 
this time all was quiet about tr-e Mil- 
burn household except for the" coming of 
the doctors. vSecretary Cortelyou, who 
hud been on duty on and off all night, 
was catching a little needed rest iu an 
Tipper chamber, and the regular force of 
house attendants had not yet come on 
duty.

Several visitors arrived, in- 
cluding former Postmasler General Bis- 
sell and CharTns P. Sanger. Mr. Bissell 
was one of the first to emerge from the 
house after the doctors had completed 
thc-ir consultation, and in n brief gener- 
al way he summarized the situation by 
saying that the. conditions were favor- 
able, although he had no details. 


DR. PARKS' CHEERING WORDS. 
A few moments later

together. Dr. Parks answered the in- 
quiries with a cheerful and very positive 
assurance of confidence.

PEKIN, Sept. 7.—The settlement pro-

BUFFALO, N. 'Y., Sept. 7—A special 


to the Milwaukee Sentinel says: Presi- 
dent McKinley was shot by Leon Czol- 
gosz of Detroit in the Temple of Music 
at the Pan-Araericau. exposition yester- 
day afternoon. One bullet entered his 
lefb groin and the doctors who are in at- 
tendance upon him arc 'extremely appre- 
hensive as to the result of this injury, 


Tho daring attempt at assassination 


was made, according to the closest pos- 
siblo calculation, at 4:12 o'clock. It waa 
to be tho second day of the president's 
appearance at the fair grounds and ar- 
rangements had been made for a public 
reception. The Temple of Music, being 
one of the most spacious and centrally 
located buildings in the grounds, was 
selected for the reception. 
' 
: 


AKRIVAL AT THE STATION". 


Promptly at 3:30 o'clock Mr. McKin- 


ley, accompanied by President John G. 
Milburn of the 
exposition, 
Secretary 


Cortclyou and a guard of detectives, ar- 
rived at the" railway 
depot on the 


grounds. Two minutes before the hour 
appointed for fche reception 
(4 o'clock) 


liis carriage drew up at the entrance to 
the temple. Twenty thousand people 
were gathered in and around the build- 
ing, and as the president bowed to the 
right and left a mighty shout of wel- 
come went up on every side. Then the 
great organ in the temple pealed forth 
the national air and tho throng fell back 
from the entrance through which Mr. 
McKinley was to pass. Inside the tem- 
ple a place had been made in the center 
of the floor for the president to stand 
and greet the thousands who were wait- 
ing to grasp his hand. The aisles led 
diagonally 'from the entrances at either 
corner of the reception room and 
the 


people passed in one doorway, halting at 
the central point to meet the chief exec- 
utive, then passed on and out through 
the opposite door. 


Perhaps 
a hundred men and women 


and children had gone slowly up the long 
aisle and looked into the kindly face, 
that met each comer with a smile of 
welcome. Then there was a break in 
the line and a rush of exposition guards 
towards the door, through which tho 
crowds were entering. At the moment a 
woman was standing before Mr. McKin- 
ley. The trouble, at the door apparently 
subsided and the woman gave way to a 
well-dressed man. He grasped the pres- 
ident's hand warmly and spoke a few 
words, but the crowd pushed him on and 
he gave way to Fred Menian. 


Secret Service Agents Forster and Ire- 


land- were standing directly across from 
the president closely scanning each man 
and woman passing 
along 
JJie line. 


When Czolgosz paused before McKinley 
the government officers saw before them 
a quietly dressed, intelligent appearing 
young 
man with reddish hair and 


smooth shaven cheeks. His right hand 
was thrust beneath tho 'lapel of his coat 
and a handkerchief was wrapped about 
it in such a way as to give the impres- 
sion that it had been, injured. 


PRESIDENT IS SHOT. 


Czolgosz turned his eyes squarely upon 


the president's face and extended 
his 


left hand. Mr. McKinley observed that 
tho man before him was proffering his 
left hand instead of his right and his 
eyes wandered to the hand thrust be- 
neath the coat. The his own right hand 
clos»d about the fingers of the man who 
was ready to slay him. The touch of Mr. 
MoKinley'a 'hand seemed to rouse the as 
sassin to action. He leaned suddenly 
forward, at the same time gripping the 
president's hand in a vise-like grip. Ho 
drew Mr. McKinley the barest trifle to- 
ward him, and the hidden right hum! 
flashed from beneath the coat lapel. 
The hand and the fingers were hidden by 
the folds of the handkerchief. Czolgos? 
thrust the hand fairly against the presi 
dent's breast and pulled the trigger of 
the weapon that artvhite bit of elofch was 
concfliilling. Then he fired .again, the sec- 
ond shot followed 
the first so quickly 


that the report was) scarcely noticecablc 


President McKinley dropped the hand 


.of the assassin' and staggered back a 
pace toward the secretary, Mr. Cortel- 
you, and President Milburn, who 
ha<i 


been standing at his side. They caiighl 
him as he was falling and drew him ten 
derly toward a chair. Czolgosz's acl 
had been watched by the secret service 
officers, hut they were not quick enough 
to stop him. 
. 


ASSASSIN IS. CAPTURED.. 


. As the second shot was 'fired, -thpngl 
tho meaning of what was happening 
dawned upon half, a hundred of thdse 
who were closest to the place pccupiet 
by the president, ther<? was a mad nisi 
to seize the murderer. He was traniplet 
on aad kicked and pushed" from side to 
side, everybody seeking to lay hold o: 
him. The strains of the great organ 


died away «s-the ;president staggered 
back from the line where h« had encotu>, 
tered his assailant. The thousiindis who 
were too far off to even see the place 
where the reception had been in progress 
guessed that something was wrong as a 
wonderful silence fell upon the great' 
room' and its hundreds of occupants. 
Then the word went through the assem- 
bled throng, like wildfire: 
• , 


"The president has been assassinated." 
An ambulance was brought from the 
niergency hospital upon the fair grounds 
and the president was placed- upon a 
stretcher and borne out of the building. 
2e waa conscious aad smiling faintly. 
3e was carried to the emergency hospit- 
al at a mad rate of speed, mounted in- 
untrymen galloping ahead of the vehl- 
•Ic and warning the crowds out of the 
way. But the; crowds had not awaited 
:he sight of the stricken executive being 
carried from the; building for confirma- 
tion of the shout they had heard as the 
shots were fired. 


SAVED FROM LYNCHING. 


From every side had gone up the clam- 


or for the life of the assassin, and the 
xposition guards seemed unable to hold 
them back. But while the guards and a 
detail of city police were dashing into 
the crowds and wielding their batons 
with much damage to the heads of the 
foremost hi the mob Czolgosz had been 
dragged through a side entrance and 
mrled into a carriage. As tho convey- 
ance started to leave the grounds the 
mob discovered the trick and there was 
i savage assault on the panel of the 
vehicle. The horses were lashed to a 
allop" and the assassin was-borne beyond 
the reach of, the vengeance seeking 
crowd.

INFANTRYMEN ON GUARD. 


At the emergency hospital a guard of 


infantrymen and exposition police were 
:lrawn across the road and no one was 
)crmitted to enter the building. The 
^resident was accompanied from the 
Temple of Music by his Washington phy- 
slcian, Dr. Rixey, and at tho hospital Pr. 
Rixey was joined by Dr. Wilson and Dr. 
Parmentor. Dr. Eoswell Parlce, a fam- 
ous Buffalo surgeon, and the head of 
;he Pan-American medical force, was 
summoned from Buffalo, and a special 
train was made up to bear hiin to tho 
grounds as quickly as possible. Mr. Mc- 
iiinlcy was apparently quite strong and 
the doctors, after a critical examination, 
decided that the outlook was fairly hope- 
ful. 


Mrs. McKinley had not accompanied 


her husband to the fair and she was ab 
the home of President Milburn when, the 
attempt upon his life jvas made. His 
first request was that the news be brok- 
n to her gently. Mra. McKinley had 
been visiting Niagara Falls during the 
morning and she had returned to Buffa- 
lo exhausted. On this account it was 
deemed better not to tell her of the as- 
sault at all, and, sh.e_was sleeping in the 
Milburn mansion when the injured pres-' 
idcnt was borne-into fhe house. He waa. 
transferred from.the exposition hospital 
in an automobile ambulance and removed 
directly to Mr. Milburn's residence, which 
bns been his home all during his stay 
here. 


The prisoner was hurried into a little 


room just off the west stage of the Tem- 
ple of Music, bchig dragged through the 
crowd by Patrolmen James and McCau- 
ley. His lip was bleeding and his face 
wns swelling from James' blows. Around 
him there were a group of officers. Once 
inside, the door was closed with a bang 
and the mob surging against that part 
of the building with a blind impulse to 
get near him fairly made the walls creak. 
The entire scene in the room was for a 
moment confusion. There were 
eager 


offlpials going in and out of the d66r. 
Some people wefc trying to conceal the 
fact that the prisoner was there and 
others were betraying the fact in a loud 
voice as soon aS they hod left the room. 


Now and then some man'a voice would 


call out: 
"Don't let him get away," and 


there would be a score of answering 
shouts of "Kill him, haug him," "Take 
him up on the arch and burn him,"

" 


The little room where the prisoner was 


contained a quantity of rope of-different. 
sizos and sorts. It is the rope used for 
shutting off the esplanade -at tSmos of 
drill and especial feats, and the south 
approaches to the building w.ere roped off. 
so that a wagon conlcl be gotten W the 
southwest door. 


Somo distance away was the carriage 


in which a portion of the committee hacl 
come to the Temple of Music. 


On the box of tho carriage was a 


stockily built little Irish coachy. As ho 
received his orders that it waa to be hin 
carriage that -was to take away the 
would-be assassin through 
that eager, 


bloodthirsty vengeful rnob a slow smile 
of pleasure-spread into a delighted gri?i. 


"All right" he snid curtly and rover' 


fiu6ther word was said until the prison- 
er was safe behind the bars. 


The "roped off space was sufficient to 


admit the carriages, Colonel Byrne gave 
the signal,. Guards James and McCaufey 
were on either side ofitlie prisoner, on the 
edge of the, tablfy Captain Vallely led 
the way and Detectw.es Sol6mon and 
Geary just behind. The' Irish -coachman 
whipped up his team, dashed into the 
door, the marines and artillerymen 
dropped their guns till the bayonets were 
at charge. The carriage, drew up at, the 
door. A policeman swung open the car- 
riage door. The door of the southwest 
entrance leading into the little room 
opened and out came the prisoner and 
convoy, ife was literally 
burled into 


the carriage by the burly policemen. Se- 
cre t Serviceman Foster slammed the 
door and tiie carriage was off on a mad 
dash for the triumphal causeway, and the 
Lincoln park gateway beyond. At the 
minute the carriage drew up, a wild mad 
surge of people came from all the other 
doors, for the yell had gone up: 


."Here he comes; this .door, this door." 
The lines of ' soldiers and policemen 


swayed but held firm. "There he is, 
there he is, kill him, kill him, hit him, 
hit him—aye, aye—-don't let that car- 
riage get awaj, you cowards—stop it— 
hang the dastard—kill the bloody an- 
archist 
" It was a bedlam of curses 


and yells from people fighting in closer, 
waving their fists, with here and there 
a revolver gleaming as its bearer threw 
it up in the sunlight aboVe his head for 
the Safety of those around him. 


AWFUL ROAR OF MOB. 


The roar of that mob was a sound nev- 


er to be forgotten by anyone who heard 
it; It had'the deadly intense growl; the 
wild bloodthirsty shriek, and the rau- 
cous savage note that is heard only in 
the voices of the angered mob; . 


Once on the causeway all was well, for 


the outer limits of-the crowd had been 
reached and the narrowness of the way 
beyond as well as the down-hill slope fa- 
cilitated, movement.

The crowd soon gave up pursuit. Just 


south of Utica street the carriage met 
the'light' police wagon, containing Super- 
intendent of Buffalo' Police Bull, who 
wheeled and followed the carriage down 
to headquarters at station No. 1; at the 
junction of the terrace, Erie and Seneca 
streets. The carriage drew up sharply 
and the prisoner was taken in, while a 
score of idlers, always about, looked on 
with bare interest. 


KEPT CLEVELAND SALOON 


Former Business .Followed by -Leon

Frank Ilalser, of the galvanizing depart- 
ment of the fiConsolidated Mill of'the 
latter company, said today: 


"I know Leon . Czolgosz very 
well., 


There are five sons, I think, all residing 
in this city, two or three of them living 
on Hosmer street. Leon at one time was 
•employed as a blacksmith in the Consoli- 
dated Mill. Later, he kept a saloon at 
the corner of Third 
avenue and Tod 


street. Later, he sold out the saloon 
and lived on the farm with his father. 


"I know that Leon is, or was, an an- 


archist. : He attended socialist and an- 
archist meetings very frequently. He is 
a man of rather small stature about 26 
years old. The last time I satf him, he 
had a light brown moustache."

were removed from the'stabile?" in the 
rear of the residence- • to a vacant lot 
diagonally across the streetj where a 
large tent had been erected for the ac- 
commodation of 
the newspaper men. 


The carriages which brought the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and other 
visitors 


were halted at the ropes. Outside the 
enclosure a pall seemed to hang over 
the city, notwithstanding the fact that 
the exposition wns open. The gay deco- 
raions evorwhcrb now seemed a mockery 
'and the visitors who swarmed the city's 
streets wandered aimlessly hither and 
thither with heavy vhearts. Thousands 
of them, drawn by the magnet in their

DEER LODGE, Mont,, Sept. 6.—James ] 


MacArthur, alias James Fleming, was 
hanged here this morning for the murder 
of Capt. Oliver Dotson last February. 
Tho execution was witnessed by nearly 
ev«ry sheriff in the state. MacArthur 
kept his nerve to the last and walked to 
the gallows without a sign of weakness. 
After taking his place on the platform he 
was given permission to make a state- 
ment. Facing the spectators, he launch- 
ed into a torrent of abuse of tho men 
who had been iastrumeiitnl in sending 
Mm to his death and declared again and 
again 
that he was. innocent. He ram- 


bled on for several'minutes find finally 
the sheriff,'seeing there was no chance 
to stop him, gave-the signal for tho trap 
to bo sprung. The drop fell .at 10:10 
and MacArthur . was pronounced dead 
seven minutes later. 


A REVOLTING CRIME. 


The crime for which James Fleming 


suffered the death penalty Is one of the 
most remarkable in the history of crim- 
inology, involving a most revolting and 
diabolical 
conspiracy. On August 
8, 


1899, Eugene Cullinane, an aged resident 
of Washington Gulch, Powell 
county, 


was found murdered. For 
this crime 


Clinton Dotson, Chas. Oliver Benson and 
Elias Persinger were convicted. Dotson 
was sentenced to life imprisonment, nnd 
Benson, who made a partial confession, 
and Persinger 
were 
sentenced to ten 


years. 


Last January 
Persinger 
informed 


Warden Conley of the state prison that 
Clinton Dotson and a convict known as 
James MacArthur, whose real name was 
James Fleming, had conspired to mur- 
der Captain Oliver Dotson, Clinton Dot- 
son's father, an old man living in Wash- 
ington Gulch. Fleming, whose term was 
soon to expire, was to kill Captain Dot- 
son, make up a forged confession and 
will and arrange . the 
surroundings in 


such a way as to lead to the theory of 
suicide. The contents of the confession 
were to be to the effect that Captain 
Dotson had killed Eugene Cullinane and 
that his sou Clinton Dotson a.nd Benson 
and Persinger were innocent and that 
through remorse for his treatment of his 
son he had killed himself and left the 
confession in order that Clinton Dotson 
might secure his release 
from prison. 


Fleming's reward was to be a share in 
$15,000, proceed of an alleged train rob- 
bery. So wild was the plot 
that tho 


prison officials paid no attention to it. 


Early in January of this year Flem- 


ing was released. On February 15 he 
was seen at Washington Gulch. On Feb- 
ruary 20 tho dead body of Copt, Dotson 
was found 
in his cabin with a bullet 


wound in his hbacl. On the wall was fix- 
ed a rifle with a string attached to the 
trigger leading to a point near the dead 
boclv. The arrangements of the iurni- 
ture and other articles about the place 
-indicated suicide. The 
purported con- 


fession as outlined was found also a will 
bequeathing Captain Dotson's entire es- 
tate to his son. 


Fleming was captured near Missoula; 


On 'trial 
the 
circumstantial 
cvilonce 


showed that he had concealed himself in 
the Dotson house and through a hole in 
the partition had fired the -fatal shot. 
The-handwriting in the alleged confes- 
sion was identical with other specimens 
proved to be written by Fleming. The 
defenses' alibi theory was completely 
demolished and the conviction was secur- 
ed within an hour on July 13. 


Clinton Dotson was also convicted and 


sentenced to be executed Sept. G, but in 
his case a respite to Oct. 25 was granted 
by the governor on technical grounds.

municipality will have to visit the courts. 


A nmnlier of the'eity officials were out 


on a tour of inspection this morning and 
confined most of their work to the al- 
eys .of the First ward. In conversation 
with one of the -aldermen who was with 
the party this afternoon it was learned 
that the condition of most of tlie alleys 
was very bad. Tho official' wondered 
liow it was Racine has avoided many 
contagiotis diseases when such conditions 
prevail. In some of the alleys the in- 
habitants throw refuse in old boxes and 
never take pains to empty the accumu- 
lation, but allow it to decay, the odor 
from which is often sickening. The offi- 
cials did not care to discriminate when 
asked where the filth was the worst, but 
took pains to state there was no par- 
ticular place. 


The board of health will be notified of 


the results of the- inspection and will be 
requested to take immediate steps to 
havo the 
alleys thoroughly cleaned. 


Unless the merchants and residents of 
downtown flats comply with the sugges- 
tion offered by the city officials charges 
will be prefrred against them. 


Alleys in other cities are kept as clean 


as the streets. People using alleys are 
forced to put their refuse 
in garbage 


boxcr>, which are emptied regularly each 
day. The condition of the alleys in Ra- 
cine ut present is sufficient to breed dis- 
ease, typhoid fever espnefally.

The country was fairly convulsed Fri- 


day afternoon •when the news came fly- 
ing ovw the wires that for the third 
time in the history of the country an as- 
sassin had assaulted with deadly intent 
n. president of the United .States. A 
Journal leased 
wire 
Associated Press 


bulletin hastily put up in front r.f its 
office ai 3:45 gave the first news of the 
attempted assassination and t'.iis follow- 
ed by the regular edition, and later an 
extra edition 
at 5:30 speedily dis- 


seminated the dreadful news throughout 
the cify. Abraham Lincoln went by the 
hands of the murderer J. Wilkes Booth 
on April 14th, 1SG3, then James A. Gar- 
field was the victim of the assassin Cui- 
teau on July 2d, 1881, and now tho 
cowardly anarchist Czolgosz fired 
two 


bullets with most deadly intent into the 
body of the beloved William McKinlcy. 
How anyone even bred to the trade of 
an assassin and an anarchist by profes- 
sion could find it in their hearts to shoot 
to kill, that kindly, great heart, William 
JtfcKinley is a mystery. And yet one of 
the dastardly breed did do this very 
thing, and anarchist Fred Xicnian calm- 
ly after firing his two shots into the 
body of the unsuspecting president, could 
declaim, "I an an anarchist. It was my 
duty/' 


Iv it is the duty of these men of pro- 


fessional anarchy to kill, it is high time 
tho law promptly covered all such in 
places where they do no harm except un- 
to themselves. Again it is time the law, 
or at Jeast the public mind commtnced 
to take cognizance of the methods which 
•orodnse these anarchists of murderous 
profession. It was but a short timo ago 
when the news was promulgated that a 
chair of socialism was projected in oije 
of our western universities, and though 
for the credit of the university it was 
denied, yet it left a very unpleasant im- 
press-ion upon the mind of the public. 
Altogether too much fine talk of socinl- 
ism/the sort that 
breeds anarchy is 


heard from men not only in public life, 
but men in our educational institutions, 
Too many of our alleged statesmen are 
prone to evoke the spirit of da.ss hatred 
perillou-ily near the danger line, but it 
can hardly be said the public are indif- 
ferent, since it is evident the contempt 
of intelligent men is visited upon all 
such. 


It is timo to consider whither we arc 


drifting when a president of the United 
States, who never knowingly wronged a 
single living soul, a man of great attain- 
ments using his power given him by the 
nation in useful things, and who not long 
before the assassiirs shot, had made an 
address rendolejit with kindly thoughts 
for his fellow men and advocating pro- 
jects that would advance the best in- 
terests of his country men, is met by a 
cold blooded scoundrel, shaking him by 
the one hand, and with the other de- 
liberately firing into his body two bul- 
lets with deadly intent. It is time to 
consider things. 


Anarchist Fred Nieman is in jail by 


the virtue of American citizenship which 
/ave him up to the officers of the law. 
The law may imprison him for a few 
years if fortunately the president sur- 
vives, and this will be all. But what 
cetainly should be is a law passed by the 
next congress which will make it a capi- 
tal crime to make, an attempt upon the 
life of tho executive of the nation, and 
futher, that all such criminals be tried 
by a military court .martial. 


At the present writing it is very prob- 


ablo the president will recover. There 
urc strong hopes the wound will not 
prove fatal. Every American citizen re- 
gardless of creed, politics, or association, 
will fervidly hope President William Mc- 
Kinley will be spared to them, and will, 
surely execrate 
the 
cowardly assassin 


who even desecrated the hand of friend- 
ship to fire as he hoped a fatal shot. 


IN Jt'STICE TO HO\. H. C. T'ATXE, 


It seems to Wisconsin 
Republicans, 


just plain Republicans who have been 
through the political battles of years, 
that tho Hon. Henry C. Payne might be 
left alone by those seeking to injure 
Republicans by vicious stabs projected 
in all directions in hopes something may 
stick.

For some pur- 
pnsp.s it was a confiscation on the part 
of the state, and it behooved the proper- 
ty owners to give a series of lessons to 
the sporting gentlemen that might in- 
duce them to have passed a law repeal- 
ing objectionable features of the game 
law, since it ia evident enough to the 
average man that the last thing thought 
of by legislatures is the welfare of the 
plain, average, every-day clt.izen.

Only an eminent domain; act, such, as 
Wisconsin has now, CAM let in the hunt- 
ers upon private property It is possible 
a legislature might, -if Induced properly, 
enact an eminent domain act by which 
sportsmen could at.-tho opening of everv 
season get out writ of free entry to any 
lands desired of being entered upon. If 
a legislature can, as did ours, and a 
governor be found so indifferent to the 
welfare of the people as was ours, to 
enact and sign a law depriving the peo- 
ple unconstitutionally of their property 
as exists in the eminent domain act 
passed at the last session, any legisla- 
ture can go another length and deny to 
property owners the right to protect 
their lands against any hunter desirous 
of entering and shooting game thereon.

NOW SEE THEIIl MISTAKE. 


A number of localities have discovered 


their error in introducing the carp as a 
game and food fish, for it is certainly 
nothing of the sort. Streams have been 
stocked with this fish only later on for 
it to be ascertained the carp had about 
destroyed any prospects for good fishing, 
and by their habits of rooting it: the 
mud made the waters uninhabitable for 
other game fish. It has not been so 
long sice our authorities for good rea- 
sons had seined the waters in Mound 
cemetery that the 
carp be effectually 


cleaned out, and other localities have 
pursued precisely the same course. 


Water companies that have planted 


the carp in their reservoirs later on had 
excellent reasons 
for regretting their 


action and at some expense had been 
necessitated to have them thoroughly 
seined. The carp is essentially a fish 
that roots for a living, is a sluggish and 
vegetable eater, and is neither game fish 
in any sense, and about the poorest eat- 
ing fish on the list. It serves no good 
purpose whatever, at least as n. fish for 
clear running streams, fakes, or for in- 
closed waters. No game fish can thrive, 
to say nothing of merely existing with 
the carp, and while the latter fish rapid- 
ly increases in numbers no other fish can 
increase, nor even hold its own. Wa- 
ters in which the carp have been placed 
soon lose, if inclosed 
like 
reservoirs, 


their good drinking qualities and in ad- 
dition cause mortality among any other 
varieties of fish that may exist where 
they are. 


The carp must go. It has been a mis- 


take from 
the first. Whatever good 


qualities it may possess for the locali- 
ties that 
have propagated this va- 


riety of fish, for the waters of this coun- 
•try it can have no place. It fills no use- 
ful purpose whatever, and rejected 
by

of course, which divines what should 
and should not be said, seems to tie con- 
sidered as superfluous \\ regard to their 
children. 
The kind mother is constant- 


ly, "albeit unintentionally, offending the 
susceptibilities of that hypersensitive 
creature, the half grown boy, by her per- 
sonal aillusions and remarks when in 
company. I remember how I used to 
dread going out with .my mother just 
on that account.

The presidents who have'succeeded Ian- 
coin are Johnson, Grant, Hayes, Garfield, 
Cleveland, Harrison and MeKinley.

of an assassin. He was shot by John 
Wilkes Booth while attending Ford's 
theatre in Washington. D. G., on the 
night of April 1.3, 186'5, thnfc fatal night 
still being fresh in the memory of every 
citizen.

He has intimated 
that he does not believe in ottr form, of 
government and therefore, r he deemed it 
his duty, to get r'id of the president." 


This in substance', is the confession, of 


Leon Czologsz, who is a German-Pole, 
and says his 'home is in the vicinity of 
Cleveland, 0. He is 28 years old, un- 
married and has seven brothers and two 
sisters living there. He worked for a 
time in the wire -works at Newark, 0. 
He exhibits no sign of remorse and aside 
from his nervousness; acts as if he had 
done what lie considered a praiseworthy 
instead of a dastardly act.

and Gallagher were near the president' 
when the shots were fired, said:

[Van Norman says: 
i. The soaring of milk Is due to bacte- 
ria'. tfhese bacteria are minute forms 
of plant Hffe,. and, like com or any 
•Higher pl&nt, their life depends on tfiro- 
!peratu*o, food and inoSsture, Milk is a 
perfect food .for. these bacteria, which 
^are common in the air of the milkroom 
and cow stabte as well as on the cow 
and the hands of the milker. It con- 
tains the food and moisture, and sum- 
mer weather furnishes the most desira- 
'•ble temperature for their rapid growth. 
;The care of the milk, then, should be 
such as, first, to prevent as far as pos- 
sible the entrance of these germs'; sec- 
ond, to retard the growth of those 
which do gain access to the milk. The 
body of the cow, the hands of the milk- 
er, the air ami the seams of the pail 
and other mtik utensils are the com- 
mon sonrceaof infection. 


In the 'Stnfi|aer ti'mo the flanks of the 


cow are usually free from manure, but 
her hair is well filled with dust, espe- 
cially if the pasturo borders a much 
traveled roa'd. Frequently the cow 
wades In poets and streams, and the 
•udder gets coated with- mud which 
dries bhv 4,t; niilfeihg time, the milker 
•gives •the'u'daer and teats "a- few strokes 
,with -kfs. bare hands 'before milking. 
/The motion of; milking shakes a shower 
of bacteria Uvflen 'dust into the milk, it 
the milker wet his hands with a stream 
of milk, this further softens the dirt on 
the teats and his hands, and the dirty 
milk drips into the pail, carrying a 
great many bacteria with it To avoid 
tjtfs Contamination the udder and sur- 
rounding parts should be wiped off 
with a damp cloth. This not only re- 
moves mtfch -of the dirt and bacteria, 
but leaves the hair damp, so that what 
remains, does- not fall off readily. The 
milker should wash his hands thor- 
oughly^rand then milk with. dry hand?. 
The Illinois experiment station finds

there and will get in their work, and 
the butter will "go off," in flavor In a 
short time. A blind tnan should be 
able to tell when the churn is kept 
clean. There Is an odor which gives it 
away, and if he hasralso lost his sense 
of smell he can still distinguish, if he 
has tho tactile sense, that of touch, de- 
cently -aureloped. 
If he can neither 


see, smell nor feel, he is out of place in 
a creamery, and so it follows that any 
one fit to run a creamery can tell 
whether the churn is clean, 


One trouble is that the churn Is not 


always scalded the last thing. It needs 
to be left scalding hot, so it -will dry 
quickly. If cold water is even poured 
in and used for rinsing after it is thor- 
oughly cleaned and is not scalded after- 
ward, the cuurn becomes musty and fit 
for the propagation of mold germs! 
Hot weather, dampness, lack of air cir- 
culation and lack of light favor bad 
flavors and bad odors, and the cream- 
ery man who succeeds is the one who 
guards- against theln, while he who 
makes firsts, -seconds and thirds goes 
on and wonders what is the matter. 
Hot water, the scrub brush and steam 
are the three guardian angels of the 
churn to drive away filth. Scald by 
Conducting ; steam into tho churn with 
the churn -partially closed, not tight 
enough .to ending the wood, but tight 
•enough to force It into every crevice. 
Use discretion. -Do not continue steam- 
ing long enough to shrink and open the 
joints.

How It .HM Been .Presented—A Sim-

The onion smut enters the tiny seed- 


lings only and fans no power to plerco 
the onion stem or leaves after the lat- 
ter have emerged frotti the soil. The 
spores from .which the smut grows lie 
lu the soil, but germinate when In con- 
tact with the -little, seedling and soon 
fill the tisanes of the growing plant 
with a network of threads. The leaves 
become deformed, twisted and marked 
b'y dark streaks and finally break open, 
discharging the spores of the fungus 
to relnfect the • soli .for succeeding 
crops.

from year to year, the soil gradually 
becomes so fillet! with them that hard- 
ly an onion seedling can grow without 
coming in contact with some of the 
spores and being attacked by the-fun- 
gus.

Feeding For Rich IHlllf. 


i Twenty'years ago nearly all farmers 
and educators believed that feeding a 
rich foot! made rich milk and feeding 
poor food made,poor milk, says Hoard's 
Dairyman. 
But since that time ex- 


periments in Eiirope arid tbe United 
States have clearly shown that tbe well 
nigh universal belief was wrong and 
that milk cannot be made to contain 
more fat by the feeding of fatty foods. 
When a large amount of fat is fed, tbe 
cow economy takes a certain per cer.t 
of It and elaborates it -into milk. All 
tbe fat In th'e'footl.'in excess of tho cer- 
tain per cent is discarded and goes off 
in tbe'excrement. Therefore if they 
feed a food too rich in fat let them 
know that they are enriching the ma- 
nure and not the milk.

' Actlnomycosis is characterized by a 
bard swelling on the side of the face,

When it is 


small and just starting to grow and 
loose from tbe bones, it may be dis- 
sected out, or it may be-sloughed out 
with arsenic, but in any case iodide of 
potassa should be given, at least a 
dram a day, for two weeks or 20 
days, according to tbe case. It is the 
only remedy known that seems to bare 
any effect on it. 


air and a plentiful supply of pure wa- 
ter, good drainage, protection from cold 
winds, plenty of sunshine and con- 
venience In regard to feeding arrange- 
ments are the essential features to bo 
considered. 


Fresh air and drainage may be pro- 


vided by selecting an elevation. Pro- ' 
tectioii from cold winds is secured by 
planting a tree belt along tbe northern 
exposure, but it is not always easy to 
combine with a location of this nature 
the proper water supply, which is a 
very essential feature. Generally speak- 
ing' the elevation also assists in pro- 
Titling a water supply, as tbe pumping 
should be done by wind power. A rise 
of ground naturally gfves an uninter- 
rupted wind approach, as tbe derrick 
may be-liigb enough to lift tbe wind 
above tbe tree windbreak. . In no case 
should tbe water supply be poor, lim- 
ited or inconvenient. 


In addition to tbe tree belt a high 


board fence should inclose a brcatbin.tr 
space. This fence should be well con- 
structed and the joints between'tbe 
boards battened tight. If, in addition 
to this, a shod roof is provided opening 
to the south, winter yard conditions 
will be about as good as they can be 
made, provided of course that tbe 
ground is supplied with proper drain- 
ago. Tbe filthy, miry condition of so 
many barnyards is sufficient excuse for 
laying so much stress on the impor- 
tance of this feature. The abomination 
that Is permitted to exist year after 
year in connection with farm barns 
and stables is little short of criminal. 


Lining For Silo. 


When a lining is to be put In a silo,

BABY BEEF ON_ THE FARM. 


Largo Amount of Prime Stuff Put tip 


In Small and Payingr Pnckagea. 
In the production ,of "baby beef" 


rather richer grain rations are gen- 
erally used and a maximum grain ra- 
tion i'ed, which generally contains some 
ollraeal. 
The grain in these cases Is 


ground so as to increase the consump- 
tion of the food. 
I have known of 


small quantities of flax to be fed in the 
sheaf as a substitute for oilmeal, 
which gave most gratifying gaina. 
These calves took on flesh very rapid- 
ly on a grain ration of snapped and 
shelled corn and a sheaf of flax fed 
four times per week. 


Our feeders are largely appreciating 


the fact that the cost of producing 
gains on any animal increases with 
each month of his age and that the 
more rapid the gains the cheaper they 
will be on the average. 
We cannot 


afford to bring the calf'up to 400 or 
500 pounds at weaning time and then 
nllow him to stand still for 
1 the next 


three or four mouths during the winter 
season and spend the first two months j 
on grass in. recovering from the starva- 
tion of the previous winter. 


If it is profitable to feed corn to a 


3-year-old steor, it is much' more profit- 
able to feed hin\ during his calf hood 
and early growing period.. If tho calf 
can be made to weigh 400 pounds at 0 
mouths,'it should ctrttiinly weigh TOO 
pounds at 12 months, 1,200 pounds at 
IS to 20 months and 1,400 pounds or 
upward at 2 years, if kept until that 
age. 


Such steers top the market wherever 


sold because they not only show the 
evidence of good feeding, but because 
they have the breeding and the form 
which put a large amount of prime 
beef in a small package. 


There is a distinct advantage in feed- 


ing young cattle, as you are better able 
to hold your cattle >'for a favorable mar- 
ket and secure satisfactory prices. 


In growing beef upon the farm there 


is'a sure profit under good management, 
as prime beef will always pay for the 
growing if we start with the calf.
